Wasbington, Feb. 15. — Senator Han- 
na's condition at < a. m. Monday was 
critical In the extreme. He was slow- 
Ij sinking, but on giving him Injections 
of brandy he revlTed slightly. 

Washington, Feb. 15 — Sunday was 
regarded as the crucial day In Sena- 
tor Hanna's heroic battle for life. It 
bMan with asBurancea of quite an op- 
tlauatio character. The first newa of 
day from the aick room was an- 
noQnced shortly after 7 o'clock a. m. 
The senator, the doctors said, had 
passed a perfectly quiet night. His 
temperature at 7 o't;lock waa 108.8, 
pulse 120 and was strong and regular, 
aiUd his respiration was declared to be 
satisfactory, although no figure was 
given. 

At iutorvals of two hours during the 
night Senator Hanna had born arous- 
ed and given nourishment, after which 
he immediately would resume his 
sleep. The doctors supplemented this 
announcement with the statement that 
the condition of the senator at this 
time surpiisRod all their oxixntations. 

This statement hardly had been Is- 
sued when an unexpected change for 
the worse took place. Dr. Osier bad 
gone to Mr. Hanna's room and Dr. 
Carter and Secretary tMmor Dover 
had fitepped down to the dining room 
for brcakfafit. Dr. Rixey had not ar- 
rived, and the senator was alone with 
his nurses. Suddenly he became no- 
ticeably weaker. His rapid breathing 
Axclted alarm, and other algns of dis- 
tress caused a hurried summons for 
both physicians. On their almost in- 
stant arrival his pulse was beating at 
the alarming rate of 137 and his res- 
piration waa above 40. The oxygen 
i^tparatus waa put Into use Immedi- 
ately, the breathing cone was placed 
over th« aenator'l nostrils and' relief 
secured. 

At 9:30 o'elo'^k an ofTlf ial bulletin 
was issiied covering this period. Its 
statement was as follows: 

"Senator i^fuma paasi^ a favorable 
night, but' he ia "weaker this morning. 
Temperature 103.8, pulse 124, respira- 
tion 40.— Rixey, Osier, Carter." 

The physicians derliued to nial<e 
(urtber couMnent on the outloolt, but 
It was itoticeable that their optl- 
BlBtiam of the early morning had been 
sntirely dissipated by the 8 o'clock 
Mnking spell. However, for the next 
few hours the reports, which came un- 
i>lTlcially from the Ijedsfde of llie seiia- 
lor, all told of his wonderful recupera- 
tive powers. At 10:30 a. m. Dr. Osier 
leclared the diatlnguiahed patient to 
be entirely recorered from the depres- 
sion of the earlier morning hours. At 
this time tlie doctor left for Baltimore, 
Krith the understanding that he would 
return at 4:30 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon. Drs. Rixey, Carter and Putcher 
remained in constant attention. 

The following olBetal bulletin was Is- 
lued by the physicians at 11 o'clock: 

"There lias been no material change 
In Senator Hanna's condition since 6 
' ojolock. Temperature now 104, pulse 
im, reaplraitloii 40.— Rizey, Osier, Oar^ 
ler.** 

The 8 o'elofck bulletin Sunday eren- 

Ing showed no improvement in the 
jonator's condition. Some milk and 
whisky wero administered at 6:30 
o'clock and shortly thereafter the pa- 
tient waa given another bath, but It 
caused no r^dvetlon In the tMBiMnip 
tnre. For an hour after the bath Sen* 
ktor Hanna dosed and was restlnfircom* 
fortably. More nourishment was giv- 
en at 8 o'clock. Throughout the even- 
ing the doctors gave oxygen for a cou- 
ple ct mlnutea at Intervala of half an 
hour. 

Dr. Osier retired for the night im- 
mediately after issuing the 11 o'clock 
bulletin, saying that ho did not antici- 
pate any imraediata change. 

All hope of Senator Hanna's recov- 
ery has gonA Mr. borer baa just stat- 
ed* that there is no <diance for 
Ufa "It is Juist a mattar of temporary 
improvement," ho said. The doctors, 
however, are nt>t preparing for Imme- 
diate dissolution. 

At 1:30 a. m. Senator Hanna was 
resting easily. Mr. Dover came from 
the Bick room and in reaiwnae to a 
question aald the senator'a appearance 
had undergone little change slnoe he 
was taken 111. The utmost watchful- 
ness was being observed to note the 
slightest indication of any change. 
Oxygen continues to bfi.U89l> 



At 1:40 a. m. Senator Hanna ap- 
peared to-be losing ground. Ha 
gradually growing weaker.

Sheriff Trasher 
and a deputy went to the railroail 
camp Sunday morning and spent the 
day In trying to compromise the trou 
bie. He a.sked for Strang, but be ab- 
solutely refused to come out The 
sheriff told tha axeited men that he 
did not OOBM now to make an arrest, 
but to learn the cause of the trouble. 

After thla atatement all talked free 
ly through an interpreter, and the 
statement was made that if Contractor 
Bruce Head would pay the men wages 
they would vacate the camp at once 
and give no further trouble. They 
would not accept checks or orders. 

Sheriff Thrasher said Sunday night 
that he regards life too sacred to 
make any unnecessary move on the 
enraged men and he will Insist on the 
men being paid and than If thara is 
any violations of law, the arrests will 
be made regardless of the result 

Prosecuting Attorney Miller and A. 
J. Hughes, of the contractors, were in 
Indianapolis Sunday in conference 
with the governor. There are about 
175 men at work on the tunnel, half 
of whom aro banded together with 
Strang. A Ix-nc h warrant of Judge 
Warren calls for the arrest of about 
50 of this number, giving their names.

At 
a cost price of tl4 our rails oonid under- 
sell any European rails, as they must 
have done to get the Canadian contrect. 
A proflt of $ I a ton OB an article that 
cost $11 would be very satisfactory in 
lines of business where men are accus- 
tomed to competition. In steel rails 
there is practically no domestic or for- 
eign competition, and the present proflt 
on this statement of tho cost is just 100 
per cent., from which the interest on the 
plant and the depreciation probably are 
to be deducted.
